Some of the national repre- 
sentatives who must go to Geneva 
next week for the assembly of the 
league of nations left .here today. 


The general atmosphere 
here, 


which was strained almost to the 
breaking point the three weeks con- 
ference \vas one of relief that the 
days of crisis were past, there was 
satisfaction over achievement 
of 


that for which the conference pri- 
marily was convened, that is ap- 
proval of the Young plan, created by 
the committee of financial experts 
in its four months Paris session. 


The Young plan fixed the Ger- 


man war debt at a certain figure, 
beyv .d which the Germans could 
count on not having to pay, and on 
which the former allies could count 
in arranging payments of their own 
huge war debts. 


END OF BICKERING? 


It was believed 
this stabilizing 


would eliminate most of the constant 
post war bickering which in the last 
few years has so often disrupted 
the European family of nations. It 
was, in the words of Aristide Bri- 
and, French foreign minister 
and 


premier, « "final liquidation of the 
World war." 


The approval was not gained with- 


out a battle of national interests, in 
-which from the first Philip Snowden, 
British chancellor of the exchequer, 
and Henri Cheron, French finance 
minister, seemed the principal com- 
batants. v_ 


Agreement on the plan in the end 


brought certain definite gains 
to 


each. Mr. Snowden goes back to 
London with arrangements for re- 
duced payments in kind from Ger- 
many, and with 80 per cent of the 
additional reparations annuities he 
sought from Germany guaranteed 
him. 


The German delegation, headed by 


Dr. Gustav Stresemann, will take to 
Berlin an allied agreement to evacu- 
ate the last of the Rhineland oc- 
cupied areas by June 30 next year, 
•with the creditor nations bearing a 
proportionate share of the occupa- 
tion costs after Sept. 1. 


France, though forced 
to make 


some con-essions under the original 
allotments of the Young plan, has a 
schedule of unconditional German 
reparations annuities against which 
she may issue bonds and other pa- 
per to meet her own obligations, 
something not possible under the 
Dawes plan.

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NEW FEDERAL LAND POLICY 
Explaining that "our western states 


have long since passed from their 
swaddling clothes and are today more 
competent to manage many of these af- 
fairs than is the federal government," 
President Hoover has announced a pol- 
icy of returning federal lands to the 
states in which they lie for administra- 
tion. He will appoint a commission of 
nine, five members of which will come 
from the states immediately concerned, 
"to-work out a plan for the transfer and 
to withdraw "federal bureaucracy" 
from state administration. 


The president pointed out that the 


'federal government is not in a financial 
position to administer these lands ade- 
quately and that, furthermore, it is his 
belief that it is a function which be- 


^ longs to the states: 
The latter could 


then collect taxes and-generally devel- 
op the land, administering it for public 
school purposes. Preservation of graz- 


- ing land is also of great'importance. 


Forest, park, Indian lands and other 


- -existing reservations having a distinct- 
ly national importance are not to be 
transferred to the state. "The 
vital 


questions are to re-orient the direction 
of the reclamation service primarily to 


- the storage of water and to simplify its 


" administration. This appears to be a 
' wise step, benefiting states, individuals 
., and .national government alike. A well- 
ft^hosen, able commission should handle 
^e matter wisely. It may be hoped that 
"other acts will follow this, simplifying 


" other now complicated services, bur- 
eaus' and departments of the national 
government and placing in the hands 
of the states- certain responsibilities 
which logically belong to them. 


AERONAUTICAL MAGIC

But long time retainers of the pres- 
ent J. P. have never known him to raise his 
voice in temper. They have found him one of the 
calmest of men and he often stops to talk with 
a servant for a few minutes before leaving home 
for the bank. 


The bank also is guarded by alert plainclotb.es- 


men. Two stand constantly, but unobtrusively, 
just inside the door watching the short flight of 
steps that leads up from the Broad and "Wall 
street intersection. 


Loitering- strangers are kept from pausing 


there and anyone who enters the door is court- 
eously but promptly challenged.

LUNG COMPLICATIONS FOLLOW- 


ING OPERATIONS 


One in every 50 patients operated 


upon (for all conditions) develops 
some lung complication following the 
operation, and of every three pa- 
tients "with such complications one 
dies, no matter which anesthetic has 
been used and no matter how skill- 
fully it has been administered. 


Chloroform was formerly consider- 


ed the safest anesthetic for general 
operations. Later ether became more 
popular and many doctors deemed it 
safer than chloroform. Most recent- 
ly nitrous oxid (laughing gas) and 
oxygen anethesia has gained the a:-- 
cendancy and is perhaps today the 
anesthetic of choice for most oper- 
ations. 


It does not seem to be a question of 


much importance which anesthetic 
shall be used for a given operation 
so far as the patient's safety is con- 
cerned; it is rather a question of 
conv enience, individual preferences 
or prejudices, and special "indica- 
tions or requirements or obstacles in 
the given case. But this post-oper- 
ative pulmonary complication is a 
danger to be guarded against in ev- 
ery case. 


"Ether pneumonia" is one of the 


old time names for it, but it usually 
not pneumonia, and it is as liable to 
occur when any other anesthetic has 
been used, so we can't dismiss it Igte 
that. 


Quite universally, I fear, doctors 


have imagined that chilling of the 
patient's body from exposure of the 
wound, from insufficient cover and 
from wetting of the coverings in the 
course of the operation, has "predis- 
posed" the patient to "pneumonia," 
but this is purely a medical delusion 
without the slightest scientific bas- 
is. The patient should and must be 
kept warm throughout the opera- 
tion, but this may be done by the ap- 
plication of warmth to the patient's 
body in proper -ways, and not by 
keeping the operating room insuffer- 
ably overheated. 
The reason why 


the patient must be kept warm is ;o 
prevent shock, not to prevent pneu- 
monia. The reason why the atmos- 
phere in the operating room should 
be kept at a hygienic temperature 
is that overheating of the air proba- 
bly does predispose the victim to 
collapse of the lung.

Shampoo And Be Happy 


Is there any harm in shampooing 


your hair three times in two weeks?

-• Answer—No. Shampoo as often as 
you wish and whenever you wish. 
Perhaps some simple remedy for lie 
excessive oiliness (seborrhea) would 
be more effective than ^shampooing. 
One good one is a daily application 
of a few drops of resorcin solution 
to the scalp, rubbing it in with, the 
tips of the fingers. Prepare the sol- 
ution by dissolving ten grains (10 
grains) of resorcin in one ounce of 
any toilet water, witchhazel extract 
or bay rum. If this tends to make 
the hair too dry, add a drop or 
two of castor oil to each ounce of 
the lotion. Resorcin has one draw- 
back—it may temporarily stain very 
blond or gray hair yellowish red.

INTERVENTION IN MEXICO? 
In his book, "You Can't Print 


That," George Seldes make the rath- 
er amazing statement that nearly all 
the American residents in Mexico 
are actively opposed to the Mexican 
government and are openly in sym- 
pathy with American intervention in 
that country but that many Mexican 
government leaders believe that in- 
tervention1 is inevitable even though 
they are bitterly opposed to it. It ia 
only a question on the part of many 
of these leaders, declared Seldes, how 
long intervention can be postponed. 
Some of the leaders have as their 
underlying policy that of so shaping 
events that intervention sh'all be put 
off—but they believe that it cannot 
be put off forever. 


To me that was one of the most 


amazing statements 
about -Mexico 
that I have seen. Aside from people 
in border states like Texas, I am 
quite certain that the mass of pub- 
lic opinion in America is against in- 
tervention. It is true there are some 
powerf-ul 
newspapers 
that 
have 


preached intervention for years, but 
the average American has no inter- 
est in taking a controlling hand in 
Mexican affairs. He does not want to 
send soldiers across the Rio Grande 
and he is willing to'let Mexico -work 
out its own salvation. It is not un- 
fair to say, I believe, that the av- 
erage American is dead against in- 
tervention for the 
sake of those 


Americans who have invested 
in 


Mexico. The average man feels that 
investors did so at their own risk 
and should submit to the laws of the 
country where they are trying 
to 


make money. 


To be told therefore that 
even 


Mexican leaders expect intervention 
as Inevitable is rather astonishing. 
It is rather a big piece of news and 
it is something that the American 
people should know. There can be 
no intervention, unless public opin- 
ion in the States is worked up tor 
it and it will be news to millions that 
across the river responsible Mexican 
leaders regard intervention as cer- 
tain. 


That does not necessarily 
mean 


military intervention. Seldes lists a 
number of ways in which interven- 
tion might come. One of them would 
be to have the United States take 
the same sort of control by peaceful 
means over Mexico that it has over 
Cuba—organize the government and 
run it for a limited number of years, 
then turn it back to the Mexicans 
and let them conduct it with the un- 
derstanding that any time they fell 
down the United States would take 
it over again. 


Military intervention would be an- 


other way and some hotheads and 
newspapers have been advocating 
that for years. Seldom given the im- 
pression that most of the Americans 
In Mexico want that., They are open- 
ly and actively back of the propa- 
ganda that will discredit the 'gov- 
ernment under which they are oper- 
ating and working for a public opin- 
ion in Mexico and the United States 
that shall overthrow that govern- 
ment. 


What is more astonishing, Seldes 


declares that nearly everyone in the 
diplomatic service from the United 
States in Mexico is unfriendly to the 
idea of Mexico being ruled by 
the 


Mexicans. He points out that in no 
other country in the world would 
such a state of affairs be possible. 
The diplomats assigned to a foreign 
country is supposed to be friendly 
to the people of the land where he 
is stationed. 
The trouble often is 


that he is too friendly. In the case 
of Mexico alone it is good form to be 
consistently unfriendly. 


The Seldes book was written be- 


fore Ambassador Morrow was as- 
signed to Mexico and conditions may 
have changed since then. But it is 
remarkable that such a state of af- 
fairs was ever possible. The Seldes 
chapter^ on Mexico proves 
that 


Americans, especially Americans In 
Mexico, still have much to learn.

counsel of the federal radio com- 
mission. 


Responding to a request of Chair- 


man Couzens of the senate interstate 
commerce committee, 
for 
amend- 


ments lie would suggest to the Couz- 
ens bill, now pending before 
the 


committee and proposing the cre- 
ating of a federal commission to con- 
trol all communications, Mr. "Web- 
ster virtually proposed a re-writing 
of the radio act of 1927. The present 
established radio law which would 
be superseded by the Couzens bill. 


The salient changes he proposes 


are: 


1—Substantial modification of the 


Davis equalization amendment 
to 


the radio act, which requires the di- 
vision of the nation into fire geo- 
graphical zones, according to pop- 
ulation, 
and the 
distribution 
of 


broadcasting facilities equally among 
the five zones, irrespective of their 
geographical areas. In other words, 
the small but thickly populated east- 
ern zone may have as much time on 
thfe air and as many stations as the 


r western zone, five times its size, and 
capable of accommodating five times 
as many stations. Mr. "Webster sug- 
gests that the licensing authority be 
authorized to distribute 
broadcast- 


ing facilities 
among the several 


states and communities "as to pro- 
vide an equitable 
distribution of 


good radio reception" among them. 


2—Elimination of the restrictive 


section 17 of the radio act, which 
forbids the merging of radio and 
wireless companies. 
Mr. Webster 


states that in his opinion the anti- 
trust laws, together with the com- 
mission's power of strict regulation, 


"amply protect the public against 
the c\ils of monopoly." Much pres- 
sure lately has been exerted to have 
this provision eliminated, since the 
Radio corporation of America and 
the International Telephone 
and 


Telegraph corporation have reached 
an accord to fuse their communica- 
tions interests, both cable and radio, 
once the law permits. 


WOULD ALTER LAW 


S—Extensive alteration of the ap- 


pelate provisions of the- law, which 
establish the court of appeals of the 
District of Columbia as the body to 
hear appeals from decisions of the 
commission. The general 
counsel 


states it is "inconvenient, and prob- 
ably unconstitutional to invest dis- 
t^Vt rv-,i"-+c nt +>,» ^-ViHiarl gTj)te<! -with 
power to review the findings of an 
administrative body." 
He suggests 


that the court be prex-ented from 
over-ruling the 
judgment 
of 
the 


commission on administrative ques- 
tions which are supported by evi- 
dence. 


4—-Elimination of the practice of 


appointing comn-'ssioners from the 
definite geographical zones in which 
they reside. Mr. Webster suggests 
that the powers of the president he 
enlarged so that he may appoint any 
qualified citizen of the United States 
as a. member of the commission, re- 
gardless of where he resides. 


5—Discontinuance of construction 


permits for applicants for stations 
preparatory to the granting of li- 
censes, which now are issued only 
whence construction is completed. 
Mr-. Webster says this provision has 
served its purpose in preventing in- 
vestments without definite adiance 
assurance from the commission that

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BULGARIA WORKS TO 


LIGHTEN BURDENS 


IMPOSED BY WARS 


Civilization of Higher Forms 


Fast Developing in Vil- 
lages 


BY JAMES A. MILLS 


Pleven, Bulgaria — UP) — After 


many years of trial, tinder almost 
insuperable war burdens, Bulgaria 
is regaining its feet. This became 
apparent to the many 
Americans 


•who visited th<i 
little Slav King- 


dom during the recent observances 
of the thousandth anniversary 
of 


the reign of Czar Simeon the Great. 
Bulgaria's greatest monarch. The 
country's progress 
is particularly 


Trr=>rVa<3 in 
t^e s"""*1! 
«*SMes 
and 


towns. 


In and about this historic city of 


Pleven, from 
which the Russian 


Army, led by Czar Alexander III. 
drove the Turks fifty years ago and 
thus gave Bulgaria her indepen- 
dence, the Bulgarians have raised 
many fine monuments as tokens of 
gratitude to their 
liberators, but 


their finest monument is the re- 
markable progress they have made 
during their half century of free- 
dom, and especially in the decade 
since the World "War. 


A visit to any village near Pleven 


brings this progress into clear re- 
lief. For esamrjle, in a. yard in the 
village 
of Trustemk there 
was 


found a "zenlia.ika" or "dug out," 
which is the kind of a. house in 
•which almost a*I Bulgarian villag 
ejs lived 
a. few decades ago. 
It 


consists of a little porchlike 
en- 


trance, then a small kitchen with 
ar open fire place and after that a 
stall for a pair of big black cows, 
beyond which there is a slightly 
elevated section, on the dirt 
floor 


of which the family sleeps, 
mats made of corn husks 
them and heavy goat hair, 
woven rugs oier them. 


In the whole house there is but 


one little window, no stove, prac- 
tically no furniture and no interior 
room divisions. 
The animals 
are 


placed m the middle of the hut to 
serve as a sort of central heating 
system. The inmates of this "du? 
out" said that the cows kept the 
house as warm as a stove. 


One can imagine what life would 


be like in such a small, dark house 
as this, in which nine or ten people 
of both sexes and all ages, belong- 
ing- to two or more families, live 
with the domestic animals. 


But such places 
are relics 
in 


modern Bulgaria. They have given 
way to solid brick houses, 
with 


large •windows, 
good stoves 
and 


fu.niture. Other equally good brick 
buildings are being built by the 
thousands, for the farm animals. 


Forty years ago this part of Bul- 


garia was thinly populated 
ai^d 


poorly cultivated. There were no 
railroads and the wagon roads were 
bad. 
Now, prosperous villages dot 


the land. The fields are 
excel- 


lently cultivated 
with jnodern 


*™ American and 
German machinery, 


supplemented by huge hoes deftly 
wielded by girls. The quality of 
the farm animals 
has been 
im- 


proved and 
the 
villages 
have 


adopted the best kinds 
of wheat, 


alfalfa, corn, and fruits 


The Pleven district is noted for 


its grapes and famous for its large 


, sweet melons. In the Spring every 


family raises silk worms, feeding 
them on mulberry 
leaves 
from 


trees which tha 
State 
furnished 


As a result 
of State supervision 


and dairv contents the villages have 
increased the milk capacity of their 
cows threefold. 


In every village theie is a school, 


most of which are housed in excel- 
lent modern buildings. In this area 
less than 
ten per cent 
of 
the 


.younger Bulgarians, including the 
young women and girls, are illiter- 
ate. 
Bulgaria has the lowest per- 


centage of illiteracy of any country 
in the Balkans. 


Since 1926 forty villages have put 


in water systems many ha-^e elec 
trie light. la more than half of the 
villages theie are public libraries 
and in not a few popular lecture 
courses. Most of the roads unHing 
the villages as well as 
the main 


roads from city to city are macade- 
mized. 


There are many popular banks, 


branches of a general 
mortgage 


bank and agricultural 
banks, all 


fostered by the state. Cooperative 
societies abound. 


The very heavy, old, hand woven 


peasant costumes, extremely hot in 
summer, 
haie given place 
to 


clothes which suit the seasons and 
, straw hats are replacing 
heavy, 


sheep skin caps. 


Through all this change the Bul- 


garian have 
retained 
their 
old 


fashioned 
morality. 
The village 


girls rarely bob their hair, do not 
wear short skirts and would not 
use cosmetics of smoke for 
any 


thing in the -world. Tet they are 
happy, sometimes gay and clever 
and occasionally very pretty. They 
resemble their brothers and fathers 
in being frugal, serious and indus- 
trious. 


Thanks to these 
qualities 
the 


Bulgarians, although 
freed 
but a 


few decades ago, are turning their 
country into one of the best culti- 
vated ana best go\eiiied lands in 
southeast Europe.

Milwaukee —OP)— Synchronization

M. Janskv, Jr, consulting engineer, 
and D. "W. Gellerup, chief engineer 
of AYTMJ.

Washington — OTC — Proposed re- 


form in the three major branches of 
rural credit may give the newly au- 
thorized National Cooperative council 
an opportunity to prove its worth. 


Ratified at the annual meeting of 


the American Institute of Coopera- 
tion in Baton Rouge, the organiza- 
tion, which proposes to coordinate 
farm thought on matters of-'national 
policy, waits only to 
incorporate 


under the most favorable laws. It 
may choose the District of Columbia 
or one of the slates. 


The council originally was to have 


been known as the National Cham- 
ber of Farm Cooperatives. 
It is to 


be a forum for discussion of coop- 
erative problems and to act for agri- 
culture much like the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States acts 
for industry andT business. 


While no such plans have been 


officially announced, it is believed 
the council may give attention first 
to the questions of rural credit. 


Of the three major t^pes, 
"pro- 


ductive credit" Is taken care of fair- 
ly adequately by the intermediate 
credit 
banks, 
operating 
largely 


through agricultural credit corpora- 
tions which borrow money from the 
'• rinks r.r-1 ~akc 'cr~ tirr.c leans at 
low interest to farmers to help them 
through the productive period. 


"Commodity credit" in handled by 


intermediate credit banks and federal 
reserve banks which make loans di- 
rect to cooperatives. The national 
banks lend up to SO days but the in- 
termediate banks lend not less than 
sb: months. 


There is a great demand among 


commodity groups for intermediate 
credit bank loans of as little as 60 
days. 
They handle their products 


quickly and do not need six months 
loans. Neither do they wish to pay 
the higher rates of interest at na- 
tional banks for short time loans. 


The third class of credit is that 


which cooperatives ne^d for expan- 
sion of physical properties. Many 
hold that the federal farm board in- 
adequately approaches solution un- 
der its plan of providing loans for 
acCiUiivuiiCut o£ iicv." laciiitifes. 


They believe it will be hard for 


cooperatives to get such loans unless 
the board makes a broad construc- 
tion of the agricultural marketing 
act. 


Some cooperatives .hold that loans 


should be made on a basis of total 
assets of the association seeking 
them and be flexible enough to per- 
mit use of the money in lifting 
mortgages, acquiring bargains and 
effecting consolidations.
